Unlike 
President Tru man, who became critical 
of his former colleagu es in the Senate and 
of legislators in general, the former sena­ 
tor from Texas and Democratic majority 
leader will have infinite patience as far 
as the legislative mind is concerned. 
This will be the key fact in the second 
session of the B8th Congress. 
Legislative philosophers are in all the 
key positions — Lyndon B. Johnson in the 
White Hou se, Sen. Mike Mansfield in the 
Senate majority leadership. Sen. Everett 
Dirksen in the minority leadership, Rep. 
John McCormack as speaker of the Hou se 
of Representatives, Rep. Charles A. Hal- 
leck as minority leader. 
All these men are weathered by years 
and experience. They u nderstand t h e 
legislative process and 
the 
legislative 
mind. They know every twist and tu rn of 
the difficu lties that confront a Congress 
which will be considering a civil rights 
proposal containing a deeply controversial 
pu blic accommodations section. 


THEY HAVE had time to appraise the 
Irony that cam e ou t of the late President 
Kennedy’s proposal for a bu siness-boost­ 
ing tax cu t that was still hanging fire in 
Congress after bu siness had boosted itself 
as mu ch as it was to have been boosted 
by the tax cu t. 
Bu t Congress wou ld not want to take 
dead aim at Santa Clau s In an election 
year, and who can be su re that talk of a 
tax cu t did not help the bu siness-boosting 
which 
m ade 
tax-cu tting 
seem su per­ 
flu ou s“’ So the talk mu st go on, with re a ­ 
sonable assu rance that it m ay lead to 
.something. 
Civil rights talk mu st go on. too. with 
assu rance it will lead to a filibu ster that 


will u ndermine faith in the legislative p r o 
cess bu t in hope the effort will keep the 
big-city Negro vote in line for the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
The prospect is gray and grim. E v e n 
talk abou t a medical care program is gray 
and grim, becau se the problem of medical 
care for the aged cannot be made other­ 
wise. 


SEN. MANSFIELD says the prospect is 
for another year-long session of Congress, 
with time ou t for the political conventions 
next su mmer. 
Everybody is predicting a knock-down- 
and-drag-ou t filibu ster over civil rights. 
No one is looking forward to anything bu t 
a su ccession of setbacks, head-on col­ 
lisions, 
fru strations 
and 
anti-climactic 
compromises. 
Yet. it seems significant the prospect is 
being faced with composu re. The legisla­ 
tive philosophers in charge are not abou t 
to make it appear that disaster confronts 
the United States becau se Congress lacks 
the dynamic impu lse to pu t throu gh 
a 
crash legi.slalive program. 
It has been 30 years since the era of 
the 
“ ru bber stam p,” 
when the \\Tiite 
Hou se proposed at will and Congress dis- 
po.sed affirmatively, letting the U. S. Su ­ 
preme Cou rt resolve all dou bts and sec­ 
ond thou ghts. 
If is u nlikely the era ever will be re­ 
vived. Legislative philosphers are in the 
ascendancy now. and there is no sign they 
are going to be displaced any time in the 
near fu tu re. 
The White Hou se had had to yield to 
the inexorable pressu re

legislative 
power. 
Ciovcmment by deliberation is 
firmly entrenched, and in government by 
deliberation nothing ever occu rs su ddenly.

Taking advantage of this, the East Ger­ 
man government is trying to pressu re 
Brandt into bargaining for a reopening 
of the visiting privilege. 
Ru t Mayor Brandt's fir.st obligation is 
to the Western Allies, whose military pres­ 
ence makes it possible for him to hold 
bis office. I'he Western Allies are not 
going to recognize the right of the East 
Germans to dicker abou t anything. 
Bu t if West Berliners want to continu e 


to visit 
relatives and friends In E ast 
Germany, there is a way ou t. They shou ld 
offer to become tou rists and pay for the 
privilege. 
They shou ld regard each visit as an 
adventu re in one of 
the 
Old 
World’s 
strangest places. Ea.st Berlin is the only 
walled city of the m odem world. It has 
no cou nterpart anywhere — a popu lated 
place tu rned into a prison compou nd by 
decree of a government that is a prisoner 
Itself of a remote au thority. 
People from all com ers of the earth 
wou ld pay to see this monstrosity of mod­ 
ern civilization first-hand. 
The East Germans are mis.sing a bet. 
They might come close to paying the 
prison overhead with the revenu e from 
tollgates set into the Berlin W’all.

IT NOW has penetrated the 
private life of the citizens in the 
North as well as the Sou th. 
The federal government, u n­ 
der the Democratic administra­ 
tion, has shown a willingness to 
reach into every commu nity in 
the land to tell the citizen to 
whom he may sell his prop­ 
erty or to tell the owners of re­ 
tail stores or rooming hou ses 
the cu stomers with whom they 
mu st deal, irrespective of the 
impact of all this on other cu .s- 
tomers. 
There are signs that the civil 
rights issu e is becoming as bit­ 
ter in the North as it has been 
in the Sou th. No candidate other 
than Sen. Goldwater reflects the 
protest of so many voters over 
the handling of this qu estion by 
the Democratic administration.

Bu t 
the significance of his entry into 
the Repu blican contest is that 
millions of Repu blican 
voters

If he shou ld be tu rned dnwm 
by the Repu blican convention, 
the party might lose a su bstan­ 
tial nu mber of votes. Many of 
the Goldwater followers, it is 
believed, are likely to stay away 
from 
the 
polls 
becau se they 
wou ld see little difference be­ 
tween the Democratic nominee 
and what they deem a “ me-too"

If. however. Sen 
Gnldwafer 
is nominated, can he win? Odd­ 
ly enou gh, this is of less concern 
to most of the conservative Re­ 
pu blicans than wou ld seem logi­ 
cal. For if there is a continu ­ 
ing prosperity and a mood of 
international peace, no Repu bli­ 
can candidate is likely to win. 


IN THE FACE of su ch a con­

time in the hope of indoctrinat­ 
ing as many voters as possible 
with what they term an intelli­ 
gent conservatism as opposed

Another prime objective wou ld 
be to elect more conservative 
Repu blicans in both hou ses of 
Congress. 
If Sen 
Goldwater is reject­ 
ed by the national convention, 
a decisive blow will be dealt

So more is at stake in the 
possible nomination of Senator

A Pointed Problem 


It is a safe bet that President Johnson 
will not go to war with Congress. Unlike 
President Truman, who became critical 
of his former colleagues in the Senate and 
of legislators in general, the former sena­ 
tor from Texas and Democratic majority 
leader will have infinite patience as far 
as the legislative mind is concerned. 
This will be the key fact in the second 
session of the 88th Congress. 
Legislative philosophers are in all the 
key positions — Lyndon B. Johnson in the 
White House. Sen. Mike Mansfield in the 
Senate majority leadership. Sen. Everett 
Dirksen in the minority leadership. Rep. 
John McCormack as speaker of the House 
of Representatives. Rep. Charles A. Hal- 
leck as minority leader. 
All these men are weathered by years 
and experience. 
They understand t h e 
legislative process and 
the 
legislative 
mind. They know every twist and turn of 
the difficulties that confront a Congress 
which will be considering a civil rights 
proposal containing a deeply controversial 
public accommodations section. 


THEY HAVE had time to appraise the 
Irony that came out of the late President 
Kennedy’s proposal for a business-boost­ 
ing tax cut that was still hanging fire in 
Congress after business had boosted itself 
as much as it was to have been boosted 
by the tax cut. 
But Congress would not want to take 
dead aim at Santa Claus In an election 
year, and who can be sure that talk of a 
tax cut did not help the business-boosting 
which 
made 
tax-cutting 
seem super­ 
fluous? So the talk must go on. with rea­ 
sonable assurance that it may lead to 
something. 
Civil rights talk must go on. too, with 
assurance it will lead to a filibuster that 


will undermine faith in the legislative pro­ 
cess but in hope the effort will keep the 
big-city Negro vote in line for the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
The prospect is gray and grim. E v e n 
talk about a medical care program is gray 
and grim, because the problem of medical 
care for the aged cannot be made other­ 
wise. 


SEN. MANSFIELD says the prospect is 
for another year-long session of Congress, 
with time out for the political conventions 
next summer. 
Everybody is predicting a knock-down- 
and-drag-out filibuster over civil rights. 
No one is looking forward to anything but 
a succession of setbacks, head-on col­ 
lisions, 
frustrations 
and 
anti-climactic 
compromises. 
Yet, it seems significant the prospect is 
being faced with composure. The legisla­ 
tive philosophers in charge are not about 
to make it appear that disaster confronts 
the United States because Congress lacks 
the dynamic impulse to put through 
a 
crash legislative program. 
It has been 30 years since the era of 
the “ rubber stam p,” 
when the White 
House proposed at will and Congress dis­ 
posed affirmatively, letting the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court resolve all doubts and sec­ 
ond thoughts. 
It is unlikely the era ever will be re­ 
vived 
Legislative philosphers are in the 
ascendancy now, and there is no sign they 
are going to be displaced any time in the 
near future.

The Republican party always 
has been predominantly a con­ 
servative party. It has fought 
vigorously against what it con­ 
siders abuses of power and cen­ 
tralization of government. It has 
opposed efforts to put the gov­ 
ernment in business in competi­ 
tion 
with 
private 
enterprise. 
For decades it has insisted on 
fiscal soundness but in recent 
years the Republican national 
platforms to a large extent have 
resembled those of the Demo­ 
crats. 
Deficit 
spending 
has 
been acquiesced in. and there 
has been no concerted effort by 
either Republican or Democrat­ 
ic administrations to keep ex­ 
penses or taxes down. 
There 
are

politicians 
who say the Republicans would 
be better off to woo the inde­ 
pendent or so-called liberal vote 
and to forget about the conserv­ 
atives. as they would vote Re­ 
publican anyhow. 


THE CONSERVATIVE Repub­

The Arizona senator says he 
wants to see a “ clear choice” 
between candidates who espouse 
really differing viewpoints. 
One of the main issues 
per­ 
haps the one what will prove 
most influential in the outcome 
of the next election if Sen. Gold­ 
water is nominated on the Re­ 
publican side — 
is the civil 
rights controversy On the sur­ 
face. this appears to be mainly 
concerned 
with 
discrimination 
in schooling or in jobs. but bas­ 
ically the issue has deeper roots. 


IT NOW has penetrated the 
private life of the citizens in the 
North as well as the South. 
The federal government, un­ 
der the Democratic administra­ 
tion. has shown a willingness to 
reach into every community in 
the land to tell the citizen to 
whom he may sell his prop­ 
erty or to tell the owners of re­ 
tail stores or rooming houses 
the customers with whom they 
must deal, irrespective of the 
impact of all this on other cus­ 
tomers. 
There are signs that the civil 
rights issue is becoming as bit­ 
ter in the North as it has been 
in the South. No candidate other 
than Sen. Goldwater reflects the 
protest of so many voters over 
the handling of this question by 
the Democratic administration. 
There are, of course, other 
causes of discontent among Re­ 
publican 
voters, 
notably 
the 
rise of a labor-umon monopoly 
in America which is believed 
to threaten the future of the 
free-enterprise system itself. 
The theory that every worker 
must join a union to keep a 
job is endorsed bv even some of 
the aspirants for the Republi­ 
can presidential nomination, who 
object to state legislation which 
forbids any 
interference with 
the right to work and prohibits 
coercion by unions. 


SEN. G 0 L I) W A T E R has 
spoken fcnrthrightly on all these 
issues and his views doubtless 
will be the target of attack by 
the 
other 
Republican 
candi­ 
dates between now and the na­ 
tional convention in July. But 
the significance of his entry into 
the Republican contest is that 
millions of Republican 
voter* 
happen to agree with hfrn 
If he should he turned down 
by the Republican convention, 
the party might lose a substan­ 
tial number of votes. Many of 
the Goldwater followers, it is 
believed are likely to stay away 
from 
the polls 
because they 
would see little difference be­ 
tween the Democratic nominee 
and what they deem a “ me-too” 
Republican. 
If. however, Sen 
Goldwater 
is nominated, can he win? Odd­ 
ly enough, this is of less concern 
to most of the conservative Re­ 
publicans than would seem logi­ 
cal 
For if there is a continu­ 
ing prosperity and a mood of 
international peace, no Republi­ 
can candidate is likely to win. 


IN THE FAGE of such a con­ 
tingency. and look in g m o r e to­ 
ward 
future 
elections, 
the 
conservatives will be to make 
as strong a race as possible this 
time iii the hope of indoctrinat­ 
ing as many voters as possible 
with what they term an intelli­ 
gent conservatism as oppose4 
to what they describe as 
a 
reckless liberalism 
Another prime objective would 
be to elect more conservative 
Republicans in both houses of 
Congress. 
If Sen 
Goldwater is reject­ 
ed by the national convention, 
a decisive blow will be dealt 
to tile spirit of militancy which 
in 
recent 
years 
has 
grown 
as well as old 
So more is at stake in the 
possible nomination of Senator 
Goldwater than the fortunes of 
a particular individual It could 
fundamentally affect the future 
of the two-party system itself.
